A short time 
ago she eume across a feast where there were 
still people engaged. A sh irt time before 
this they wont to a Northorn sta'.i j:i w here 
a cannibal feast was held, in .He'.i the can- 
tlibals bite a dead boily and . , J bite living 
people. Some of the children who cmo 
home had been cruelly bitten in this way. 
The devil's dance, which is prohibited by 
legislation, goes on about the same, There 
ure four religious biters or dog-caters. 
These men hide in caves, where they atny 
for days, and then conn' ot t in a frenzied 
state. Sometimes they bite pieces of llesli 
out of human bodies, and when they 
cannot get flesh they will seize 
a dog and devour its llcsh. This 
is' to appease the angry devils. 
Disease and sickness is spread by these can- 
nibals. Then there is a whiikey feast, for 
the purpose of which the trihes get whiskey 
from Victoria sufficient to liil a cafloe, and 
the men, women and children dip into the 
canoe until they are mad drunk. Then 
they tight and stab eueh her, and the 
friends of those who have 1) i murdered, 
when they become sober, sil i their own 
bodies with knives.

Defurmei or puny chil- 
dren are killed or all vved to die. 
The gil ls are mairiod at the age of eight or 
nine years. In one ce i u girl of 
l'J won forcibly taken from -er home to lie 
married to a man who a sidy had two 
wives. They heard the chil screaming as 
she kicked and scratched th man who was 
carrying her off. If theehi . is pretty and 
the other wives good-nature (he has not a 
bail time, but generally she i made to Work, 
and when she becomes uselc I they tal.i Iter 
out on u little islet and 1 'c her to die 
there.

After costtgatiou the body swells up to an 
immense size ami the women are left to die 
in awful agony. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 

Hallway Rolling Stock from the U. S.— Prince 
Albert II. K.-Kspoit Duty on Logs- A 
Cotton Uumulnatlon- 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Oct. 1 1. — Representatives of the 
National Car Despatch company inter- 
viewed J leu. Mr. Howell to-day and asked 
permission to import car wheels free of duty 
to replace the broken wheels of their ears 
in Canada. The Minister said if reciprocal 
arrangements could be made, he thought the 
prospect tor them was good, but at present, 
Canadian railways wire not granted this 
concession in the States. 

The government lias handed over to the 
Prince Albert railway the grant voted by 
Parliament. The road is now completed for 
forty-eight miles. 

An extra of the Canada Gazette has been 
issued containing a proclamation removing 
the export duty on shingle bolls of pine or 
cedar and cedar logs capable of being made 
into Bhingle bolls. No reason for this 
action is assigned except that it litis ap- 
peared to the government desirable in the 
public interest to remove the export duties 
mentioned. 

The announcement of the Government's 
decision to remove the export duty on saw- 
logs gives great satisfaction to the Ottawa 
lumbermen. 

Letters patent will be applied for in a 
short time to incorporate a company having 
control of all the grey cotton mills in the 
Dominion. The proprietors of the mills at 
Halifax, Moncton, St. John, Windsor, 
St. Anne, Valleyfiuld, Kingston. Brantford, 
Montmorency und other places are about 
ready to merge their respective interests 
into the corporation, with a capital of sev- 
eral million dollars. 



I T US FOR LONDON. 

The Annual Shipment ar the Hudson's Hay 
Co. Sent By Hail. 

The steamer [slander both yesterday and 
to-day carried from this city particularly 
valuable cargoes. In both cases the ship- 
ments were of furs, although the kinds 
difft-rod, 

Included in yesterday's consignment, 
from the Hudson's Bay Co. hero to the 
Hudson's Bay Co., London, were all classes 
of hear, beaver, otter and mink, totalling 
30,000 skins with an approximate value of 
$150,000. The assortment was of uniformly 
good tjuality, and the skins this year, are, if 
anything different, of a little better average 
size than last season. This is the first time 
in tho history of the old corporation that 
their annual shipment from Victoria has 
been made by rail The Tituniu generally 
includes the furs m her manifest from this 
city. It is as an experiment principally 
that the adoption oi the nil route has been 
decided on ibis season. Freights will of 
course lie much higher, hut intoresl ami in- 
surance will be reduced, ami the (ins will 
reach London in time' lor the Jauuary in- 
stead ,,f the March sale. Without doubt 
this will be the largest individual consign- 
ment of furs that has yet, passed over tho 
C. I'. R,., and no effort will be spared to 
land it in England us speedily as possible. 

This morning's shipment consists of a full 
cur load of seal skins for the London market, 
principally from the purchasing agent of 
Joseph Oilman,

She Existed lor Years on What Food 
She Could Pick Up in the 
Streets. 

Nt.w Vokk, Oct. li!. — Public Administra- 
tor, W. II. Davenport, of Brooklyn, has in 
his possession $12,350 in cash and some 
jewelry consisting of a gold watch and 
chain ami several gold rings, the effects of 
Esther Hanimerslcy, who died at ."i.'i Dean 
street, Brooklyn, on September 20th, Mrs. 
Ilammersley was a miser, and so deeply 
attached to her gold that she Buffered a 
slow, lingering death from starvation rather 
than part with the money to purchase the 
necessaries of life. One of her neighbors 
says she refused to spend a cent above what 
she paid for rent, live dollars a month, for 
two rear rooms on the top of the tenement 
house in which she died. The woman came 
to this country with her husband, from 
Poland many years ago. Ilammersley is 
said to have been a soldier in the civil war. 
Tho couple, with their only child Bonis, 
settled in Brooklyn. The husband was 
killed eight years ago by a fall and 
left his wife and boy penniless. The 
benevolent society, of which llainmersley 
was a member, paid his funeral expenses. 
The widow hired rooms in t he I lean house 
about fifteen years ago. When her son was 
old enough to work he did what he could 
to help his mother. While in the employ 
of a big Brooklyn dry goods house his health 
failed, and in the summer of 188!) thu He- 
brew benevolent society obtained for him a 
vacation, and gave him some money to pay 
his expenses at the seaside. He died of con- 
sumption on Jan. 2, 1800, at the ago of 25. 
As his mother grew older she drew her 
purse strings tighter than ever, and could 
not be induced to purchase food of any kind. 
She lived on what she gathered from boxes 
and barrels ut the corner groceries. Very 
often her pitiable condition induced Wm. 
Birney, the janitor of the house, and the 
other inmates, who were all poor enough 
themselves, to give her loaves of broad or a 
cup of tea or coffee. Mr. Blueman und sev- 
eral other members of the association looked 
over the woman's effects in the squalid 
apartments, and the discovery they made 
astounded them. No pupers were found, 
except some old jury notices. Wrapped in 
rags under the mattress, on which the un- 
fortunate had slowly starved, was found 
$3,000 in silver coin. In one of the drawers 
of tho bureau the searchers found a bank 
book tied lip ill a cover of green cloth. The 
book showed tint §1 1 ,187 Bail been de- 
posited sinco 1804, and that not one cent 
had been withdrawn. A roll of bills, 
amounting to .*liL', was in t he bunk. A gold 
ivatch and chain and several gold rings were 
in the drawer. The property WHS turned 
over to the public administrator, and he 
bus ni :, endeavoring to liud the next oi Lin.

— Printers are moving 
to rciojiro the London county council to es- 
tablish printing houses for its own work, of 
which there is an enormous quantity, and 
employ printers at union rates. At a con- 
ference of delegates and, members of trade 
and labor organizations in London to con- 
sider the present condition of labor and lo 
discuss measures for the relief of the unem- 
ployed during the coining winter, it, was 
staled that the number of unemployed was 
greotei than generally supposed, and that 
distress will be very severe during the win- 
ter months unless something practical in 
lho way of relief be accomplished. Appre- 
hension is also expressed lest the distress 
might be taken advantage of by the social- 
ists for tho purpose of riot and disorder. To 
prevent this, a workmen's committee was 
appointed to organize the unemployed, and 
to approach the local government hoard on 
the subject of commencing public works 
and to dissuade the men from rioting. 

Extension ol South American fable. 

LONDON, Oct. l.'t. — The steamer Silver- 
town, belonging to the India Rubber, Gut- 
ta-percha, and Telegraph Works Company, 
of London, having on board 1,750 miles of 
cable lor the Central und South American 
Telegraph Coivpany, of New York, sailed 
last night for Valparaiso. This cable will 
be laid between Chorillot, Peru and Val- 
paraiso, Chili, touching at Iquiquo as an 
extension of the American line via Gal- 
veston.

Another Mutiny. 

LONDON, Oct. 13.— There has becnuuother 
mutinous outbreak among the English troops. 
ITiistimo it is in the ranks of tlio West Surroy 
regiment, stationed on the island of Guern- 
sey. Tho trouble arose from a detachment 
of tho regiment being ordered to India.

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IMPORTANT EVIDENCE 

( fferoil In tho Huso P lsoulnir CftSO Yester- 
day Afternoon. 

On tho ro-openinf? of tho cuso against 
Goorge Renwick and Frank Baldwin, 
charged with tho poisoning of the horse 
■John L., in tho provincial court yester- 
day afternoon, Mr. Robert Ward, tho 
presiding magistrate, ro-fialled J. W. 
Wills, the owner of tho horse. 

In replying to a question from tho 
bench, tho witness stilted that after the 
first heat in tho race tho horso was 
placed in tho stable in charge of a man 
named Johnson, and tho rider, Jimmy. 

Deputy Attorney-General P. -K. Irv- 
ing appeared for tho prosecution, with 
Mr. D. M. Eboris, who re-opened tho 
examination of the witness Hills. A 
bucket (produced) was identified as the 
one from which the horso was watered 
boforo the second heat. A boy named 
Jack brought the pail from tho stable to 
the track in front of tho grand Btand. 
Witness saw the bucket in tho stall after 
the first boat, when tho horso was water- 
ed. There was a littlo water then left 
in the pail. 

To Mr. Mills— Became acquainted with 
the rider Jimmy at Stan wood ; Johnson 
hud been employed as trainer since May 
2!). Never had a horso doped on the 
Stanwood course. Had heard of horses 
being so treated there. The boy Jack 
also can^a from tho Stanwood track. 

Henry Stone, recalled by Mr. Eberts— 
Saw both Renwick and Baldwin in tho 
Pritobard House Saturday night. Spoke 
to Baldwin. Baldwin touched a bottle 
in his, witness', vest pocket, and said, 
" Is that the bottle 1 gave Renwick ?" 
Witness replied, "Yes, that's tho same 
hottlui" (Bottle produced). It was not 
tho bottle, in fact. Baldwin continued, 
" I gave him part of what was in that 
bottle, and 1 wanted to give him some 
more," That comprised the whole of the 
conversation. 

To Mr. Mills— Bid not consider the 
conversation referred to of sufficient im- 
portance to tell in hi3 lirst examination. 

(!. M. Rouse, sworn — Lived in Poit 
Townsend, and came to Victoria to attend 
tho races last week. Saw Renwick and 
Baldwin on Saturday, on tho race track 
and overheard a conversation between 
them. Remembered tho half mile race 
betweon John L. and Lumpy. Saw 
both the first and the second heat. Knew 
the horso John L. ; had seen him run tho 
half milo in 50 and repeat in 51. Held 
the watch on him. Recalled a conversa- 
tion botween Renwick and a man 
named Johnson, trainer j." of John 
L., after tho first boat. Tho tenor 
of tho talk was as follows : Either 
one of tho others remarked, " Wo can't 

beat the of a ;" the reply was, 

"I'll fix him so wo can." Then they 
turned and wont toward John L'a stable. 
Tho horse did not run naturally in tho 
second heat. Had seen Lumpy run be- 
fore ; he was not ns speedy a horso as 
John L. ; had never known him to run 
better than 52. Brought bucket pro- 
duced, which he had received from Mr. 
Sills, from tho raco track. Whon ho 
first saw tho bucket thoro were two or 
three tablespoonsful of water in it, that 
had an oily I- ok. Took tho bucket to 
tho manager of tho track, and had him 
i'."u,< i ill ho (witness) was ready to 
bring it to town. Witness drove tho 
horso P.G.A. R. against Dalco and a 
pacer. Did not know of anything hap- 
pening to any of those horses. There 
wero offers made to fix tho race. Ren- 
wick offered to "fix" his race for 850, if 
ho would drive to win. Couldn't say how 
ho was going to do it. It was not likely 
that ho could buy Dalco's driver for $50. 
Liunnick wanted to take tho money and 
play it in the pool box. 

Orossed-examined. — Was passing when 
ho heard tho conversation related be- 
tweon Johnson and Renwick. His back 
was towards them so ho cotlld not say 
which was going to "fix tho race." Did 
not make a proposition to fix the trotting 
match for $400. Said ho would see what 
E I. Adamson would Bay. Renwick 
wanted to have him see Adamson. Did 
soo Adamson. Jimmy Carletun rode 
John L in tho lirst lieat ; Carleton also 
rode tho second heat ; and Eddy rode tho 
third. A Chinaman rode Lumpy in tho 
first heat; a colored boy rode him m the 
second and third heats. Baldwin rode 
"Coquitlam Jim" the first heat and tho 
second.. Did not know who rode Coquit- 
lam Jim the third heat. Did not know 
what weights tho horses carried. Re- 
membered riding down town in the st reet 
car on Friday night, Johnson and Sills 
were then with them. 

Provincial Officer McNiel deposed to 
beiug a special constable and having 
charge of the prisoners on Monday. 
While on the way to tho Provincial jail 
went to the Pntchard House by their re- 
quest, to enable them to pack their trunk 
and valiso in room six. Baldwin had 
a valise, and Renwick a trunk. Saw the 
contents of tho trunk, (hi tho bureau in 
tho room stood a small square bottle, con- 
taining brown liquid. Did not open the 
bottle ; Renwick put it in his trunk. He 
remarked at tho time that it was modi- 
cino he bad for his back. 

Tho examination of this witness was 
adjourned, in order that ho might pro- 
cure tho trunk in question. 

Richard Irving, sworn : — Had followed 
horso racing for about one month. Had 
an interest in tho horse Joe Wynne, 
lately from the East. Ho had had a race 
with Ito for $ r i00 a side last Tuesday, Joe 
Wynne winning. Saw Baldwin and Ren- 
wick the day before that raco, opposite 
tho drug store on Yates street. Renwick 
called him (witness) aside and asked "what 
we were going to do about the raco." Wit- 
ness replied that nothing was going to be 
done. Renwick sai l, " If you'll give me 
§100 I'll fix it so you can win." Told him 
that wo could win without. Had not 
spoken to Renwick since. 

Cross-examined —Did not make a pro- 
position to Baldwin to pull tho horso Ito 
for $100. Made no proposition anything 
like that. Bid not hear Johnson make 
n proposition to let Coquitlam Jim win. 
Knew tho man known as Johnson, but 
did not know whether that was His real 
name. Came from Chicago with his bro- 
ther, who brought .loo Wynno from Chi- 
cago! Did not know anything about 870 
being given t<> Renwick ; heard some- 
thing about being given to drug or 
nulla horse. His brother did not, to his 
knowledge, givo, or odor to give, money 
to havo [to pulled ; it was unnecessary, 
foe Wynne could beat Ito fairly. 
Mr. Mills -You think so ! 



Witness — I've got money to say so. 

To Mr. Irving— Renwick said that ho 
had pools on John L., but ho (witness) 
saw Renwick buying pools against John 
L. He had a package of checks for the 
field against John L. Renwick said that 
ho had bought tho field, including John 
L. , against Lumpy, on Friday night. 
Renwick stood to lose 875 or 8100 if 
John L. won, ns tho Friday night pools 
wore declared off. 

Tho examination of Oflicor McNeil con 
tinued, Ron wick 'a trunk being produced 
Tho trunk was opened and turned upside 
down by tho ownor, and the bottlo re- 
ferred to in McNeil's evidence was pro 
duced. The officer declined to state what 
tho contents wore. 

Counsel for the prosecution stated that 
in all probability the liquid was harm- 
less, but it was tho only means tho Crown 
had to arrive at a knowledge of tho con 
tents of tho bottle. 

On application of tho prosecution, tho 
case was remanded until 2 p.m. Friday.

Tho 
railway passes through tho addition, 
which also contains the railway build- 
ings and Enderby station, to which trains 
aro guaranteed to bo running from Shu- 
swap, on tho CP. R., by next spring. 
The lino is already graded into the new 
townsite, and track laying will commence 
as soon as the weather permits and men 
can bo obtained for the work. One of 
tho now blocks lias already been reserved 
for tho erection of an extensive pork- 
packing establishment.'

It is unsurpassed for the production "f 
grains of all kinds, which mature readily 
and in groat quantity on tho rich loam 
composing the greater part of tho country. 
During the last season one farmer aloiio 
brought to the Enderby mills 15,000 
bushels of wheat, and his is not an un- 
usual case. Fruits and roots grow equally 
well in this highly favored land, and it is 
told an All actual fact, that, ha Jmg ru; 
outlet for their products, apples and 
peaches were this year fed, by more than 
one woll-to-do farmer' to his hogs. As 
soon as tho railway is in operation, a 
market will of course bo provided, and 
the hogs will fatten on less luxuriant 
diet.

Itiibc narrow's Will. 

GuKEKViLtB, Ala., Oct. 13.- The last 
■will and testament of ltubo Burrows was 
.said to have beon written in Browton 
some weeks ago. .7. E. Greene, an attor- 
ney at Browton, states that it will be 
made public in duo time. It leaves all 
Burrows' property, which is in tho three 
mates of Alabama, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi, to his son and daughter. Tho esti- 
mate put upon his property is $20,000. 

A Bi'niulnl in New York. 

New York, Oct. 13. — A sensational 
scandal, wli'o'i touches very near District 
Attorney Fellows' office, litis been devel- 
oped in the Stophani case. Alphonse 
Joseph Stephani is insane, ile killed his 
mother's lawyer, ex-Judge Clinton (i. 
Reynolds, in his office hist May. Tho 
young man's father, the head of tho firm 
of A. Stephani & Co., wine importers, 
died two years a«o, leaving an estato of 
$2,000,000. About tho time of his 
father's death lie begun to have delusions 
that people were persecuting him, and ho 
t lought Mr. Reynolds was one of his per- 
s jcutors, so ho shot him. 

Young Stephani was confined in the 
Tombs. He grew worse constantly, and 
is now thin to tho point of emaciation. 
His hair is long and matted, and alto- 
get her he is an awful sight to look upon. 
His mother has been unremitting in her 
care of the young man, and has been try- 
ing since last Juno to have Alphonse 
committed to an insane asylum. She ap- 
parently believes that money will buy 
everything. A commission in lunacy 
was appointed by Judge Martin in July, 
at the request of District Attorney Fel- 
lows, and also at Colonel Fellows' re- 
quest, tho court appointed Dr. Walter 
M. Fleming, tho colonel's family phy- 
sician, on the commission, ns well a3 Dr. 
Meridoth Olymer, an expert alienist and 
general practitit nor of the greatest emi- 
nence in this city. 

The members of tho commission held 
many sessions, examined a nuinbor of 
witnesses, and all concurred in a verdict 
that the prisoner was insane and irrespon- 
sible. 

The commissioners made their report 
on August (i, but Judge Martin refused 
to confirm it. Ho found it tainted. His 
investigations brought out an affidavit, in 
which Mrs. Stephani says she has paid 
J?o,150 to the members of the lunacy 
commission, and the scandal has thuu far 
resulted in the arrest of Dr. Walter M. 
Fleming and General Milton .S. Little- 
lield, both well-known men. The affair 
will create a tremendous sensation. J

amused. Ho listened while tho feature's 
of the White House wore more or less 
accurately described, and gathered con- 
siderable information regarding the 
life of the President's family. The 
guide was interrupted in tho midstof an 
animated discussion of the Cabinet by 
a passer-by, who inclined his head re- 
spectfully and raised his hat with tho 
murmur: "Mr. Secretary." The guide 
gave a hesitating glance at his prey, 
and tho lattor took advantage of the 
lull to enter the White House. The 
guide was aghast, and tho detective 
who generally looks out for^lhe in- 
truders of the oxecutivo grounds hus- 
tled him out into the avenue. That 
guide will probably remember Redfleld 
Proctor next tiino.

Tho Times, 
while pretending to sympathize with 
Mr. Ladner and to give him good advice, 
takes care to repeat the story which it 
affects to disbelieve. Mr. Ladner, no 
doubt, knows what value to place on 
this sympathy and advice. Such 
hypocrisy as tho Times displays must 
disgust every honest man who loves fair 
and open dealing. It would In; much 
moro to the credit of tiie Opposition and 
its organ if it came out openly and frank- 
ly and opposed Mr. Ladner's candidature. 
There are insincerity and attempted craft 
in every lino of tho Pecksuiftlan 
paragraph. Mr. Ladner must see 
now that he is well quit of 
tho mean and ungrateful clique which 
ho countenanced and supported only too 
long.

THE SWISS DISTURBANCE. 

It is evident from the telegram from 
Berne, in yesti rday morning's issue, that 
tho dtlliculty in Ticino has not yet been 
surmounted, and that there is trouble 
still in store for tho inhabitants of that 
canton. Wo may, perhaps, hero say a 
word inspecting the accuracy of ouv news 
telegrams. Tho account tlt.it came by 

ire of the revolution tit Ticino was ac- 
curate in every particular. The detailed 
accounts of what took place there that ap- 
peared in lh« Jihglhh newspapers added 
very I't'.b V> the information received by 
botegraph. Those accounts were not much 
more than an amplification of the news 
that came to this continent over the 
wires. 

Tho result of the disturbance, as 
our readers may retnenibon, was the de- 
position of the Conservative, or rather 
the Ultramontane, Government by the 
Liberals. The Commissioner sent by the 
Federal Government, Colonel Ktinzli, did 
not reins' ate the Government that bad 
been driven from ollice. To do that 
would have made the insurrection gon- 
oral and have caused bloodshed. Ho did 
what, at the time, seemed to have gained 
the approval of all parties. He formed 
a Provisional Committee, composed of 
two Conservatives and two Liberals, 
and, with their aid, proposed to carry 
on the Government till after the general 
election. This was dono on tho 15th of 
last month. Since then it appears the 
Conservatives of the othor cantons hayo 
been urging tho Federal government *to 
reinstate tho Conservative government. 
These representations have, it appears, 
been successful, and Col. Kunzli has 
boon ordored to put its members in their 
places again. This tho shrewd and judic- 
ious Commissioner evidently considers to 
be unwise, and rather than carry out an 
order which ho believes to bo calculated 
to provoke resistance ho has tendered his 
resignation. Tho Liberals of Ticino are 
apparently determined not to Submit to the 
will of the riuamontanes any longer, 
who have, as they allege, acted unconstitu- 
tionally, They have gerrymandered the 
constituencies, and aro determined not to 
allow them toliavotheirfairrepresentation 
in the popular assembly. The Liberals 
are bound to light for their rights, if they 
can get them in no other way. Tho Fed- 
eral Government, wo soo, is against them; 
and if Col. Kun/.li, whose conciliatory 
measures have allayed discontent for a 
time, is allowed to resign, there is pretty 
suro to bo trouble in the Canton.

A SUDDEN CONVERSION. 

Sudden conversions aro always suspi 
cious. If this is so in tho casu of an in- 
dividual, what is to be said of tho sudden 
conversion of a whole sect or comrnii 
nity ? Until tho othor day tho Mormons 
wore polygamists. They believed in : 
plurality of wives, and they were pre 
pared to suffer for thoir faith. A week 
or two ago we read of a large importation 
of young girls from Europe to reinforce 
tho Mormon community. It was bo 
lioved, and with good reason, that many 
of those girh wore to be additions to the 
harems of hoary Mormons. But iiiime 
diately following this news wo read that 
tho Mormons have repudiated or te- 
nouncod polygamy as a practice enjoined 
by their religion. Aro tho Mormons sin 
cere in their renunciation, or is it merely 
a pretence resorted to to avoid what they 
consider persecution, and to gain for 
themselves political privileges and powers 
that have been hitherto denied them on 
account of their openly retaining their 
peculiar institution ? If tho Mormons 
really believe that polygamy is a Divine 
institution, if they are convinced that 
it is tho duty of men to be joined to more 
than ono wife, it is not likely that they 
would bo convinced that it was 
not a Divine institution and 
religious duty by the sheriff 
and his officers. But it seems that tho 
laws of the United States, and thoso who 
tire entrusted with their execution have 
brought conviction to the minds of lead- 
ing members of tho Mormon community, 
anil they have resolved to forsake their 
evil ways and to live, as far as marriage 
is concerned, according to the customs 
of the despised and contemned Gentiles. 

President Woodruff, who is now head 
of the Mormon Church, has issued a pro- 
clamation in which the following passage 
occurs : — 

"Inasmuch as law s have been enacted 
by Congress forbidding plural marriages, 
which laws have been pronounced consti- 
tutional by the court of last resort, 1 do 
hereby declare my intention to submit to 
those laws and use all my influence with 
the members of the church over which 1 
preside to have them do likewise." 

The proclamation, it is said, has given 
polygamy its deathblow. The Mormons 
have signified their intention to act 
according to what it enjoins. The fact 
that tho abandonment of polygamy will 
enfranchise all tho Mormons, and cause 
the speedy admission of Utah into the 
Union as a state has, perhaps, something 
to do with the decision of President Wood- 
ruff. Tho Mormons, too, are known to be 
a thrifty people who have always an eye 
to flit; main chance, Tho belief that, if 
polygamy were formally reiit'UPCed pro- 
perty in their territory would im- 
mediately rise in value, may have 
had something to do with the 
general acceptance of the repudiating 
proclamation, The Mormons aro no 
loubt tired of fighting the United Status 
government and of (placing themselves in 
hateful antagonism to the whole popula- 
tion of the country. Many of them, it is 
robable, have decidetl from prudential 
reasons that it would be best for them to 
appeal' to abandon their peculiar and 
tucu-cherished institution ; but it is not 
i the nature of things that they can all 
have been made to see the error of their 
way by tho pressure that has been brought 
to bear upon them from the outside. It 
s much more likely that they have boen 
prevailed upon to assume the virtue of 
monogamy though they have it not, 
that polygamy will remain a secret 
practice, and that devout Mormon will 
continue to have women "sealed" to them 
as spiritual wives in spite of the laws and 
ordinances of the United States. Con- 
victions like those entertained by the 
Mormons with respect to polygamy are 
not got rid of m a day by means of a 
proclamation, real or sham.

The Hoard and tim Government Still at Vnrl- 
uuco— Masterly Inactivity to bo 
tUo Policy. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Hoard of School Trustees was held last 
iiight, Mr. C. Hayward, chairman, presid- 
ing. There were also present Messrs. 
Mallandniue, Walker, Krskine, Mallotte. 

The minutes of previous meetings having 
been adopted, 

The Scerutary said he had forwarded to 
the govomment the disallowed account of 
Lowenberg & Harris for $">, which had been 
returned with a memorandum signed S. D.P., 
intimating that it bad already been dis- 
allowed.

A CHINESE CASK. 

Fraudulent Certificates and a Legal Process 
Attending Them. 

A short time ago some twenty-one China- 
men, who were being smuggled into the 
United States from Victoria, wero captured 
by the United States customs officers. Each 
of them sw ore that they had certificates 
allowing them to return to British Colum- 
bia, and accordingly they were sent back 
by the City of Kingston.

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EARTHQUAKES IN NICARAGUA. 

A Scries f Bh.iekG at Oranada-Terrlfleu 
PiOile Abandon Their Houses. 

Panama, Oct. 13. — A series of severe 
■earthquakes has taken place at Granada, 
on Lake Nicaragua. The Diario Nicar- 
agua, of Granada, of October 1, says : 

At !) o'clock in tho morning of the day 
befnro yesterday this city w;i3 surprised 
by what proved to he tho iirst of a series 
of earthquakes, which produced the 
greatest alarm, and which only tempor- 
arily terminated at O-.IIO to recommence 
at 8 p.m., and to continue at intervals of 
about an hour. 

At about noon an extremely severe 
shock took place, driving all tho people 
from their houses and forcing thorn to 
remain in the streets tremblingly await- 
ing fresh convulsions. Consternation 
and fright were caused by tho cries and 
1 indentations of the people, who were 
praying for morey, while sobs and ox- 
c umations of terror were beard on all 
s'.des. 

At 2 a.m. further shocks took placo, 
but they were trilling. Everything was 
(jiiiet at 0:30 a.m., when suddenly a 
violent shock took place, which shatter- 
ed all the roots, throwing some of them 
down and raising a cloud of dust and 
small stones, which soon descended on 
the shattered bouses. All endeavoured 
to save their families, but once out of tho 
houses no one ventured to re-enter them. 
By Monday evening the panic had dimin- 
ished, and tho people's minds had become 
more at rest. Directly it became known 
that the volcano Mombacbe had burst 
out in an oruption towards the south it 
was believed that no more shocks would 
occur, but nevertheless, many of tho 
people loft the town, while the majority 
camped out in the suburbs. 



PARTNERS FALL OUT. 

Anton^lll & Hop, Railroad Builders, In the 
Courts— Their Affairs In Had Shape. 

Portland, Oct. 13. — The big contract- 
ing firm of Antonelli & Doe, of San Fran- 
cisco, is threatened with dissolution on 
account of the conduct of Doo, who is a 
son-in-law of J. I). Kennedy, president 
of a largo San Francisco lumber firm. 
Antonelli began suit in the state circuit 
court to-day for dissolution, and for an 
accounting. Ho claims that Doo has 
done him for about ?;!(), 000, which ho 
<lre\v from the Union Pacific. 

Tho affairs of tho firm aro not in very 
good shape. Antonelli has been sick, 
and has trusted to Doo the manage- 
ment of the accounts. Antonelli 
<t Doe contracted for the La 
< irande extension of the Union Pa- 
cific to Elgin, and Antonelli thinks the 
profit on the deal should bo about !?2n,- 
O0O. The contract prico was §82,000, 
and Doe's books show an expenditure of 
only §28,000. 

Then thorc is the San Francisco sea 
wall contract, the exact amount of which 
is not known. Tho city authorities, how- 
ever, held back §30,000 on it, to insure 
modifications. Then there is $."52,000 due 
on the San Francisco city hall contract. 
More than this, Doe has sold a contract- 
ors' plant, which cost §12,000, for S2,000. 
There has also been about Siri,000 worth 
of work done on the Elgin branch not ori- 
ginally contracted for. 

Antonelli left for San Francisco this 
afternoon in pursuit of Doe, who left here 
.Saturday. 



DRIVEN ON THE ROOKS. 

British Hark Jlelmerby Lost Off Nova Scotia- 
The Sea Swallows Sixteen Men- 

(jdeiiec, Oct. 13.— The British hark 
Melmerby, 1,487 tons, Captain Olson, 
which left Quebec Oct. 1, for Greenock, 
timber laden, is ashoro at Little Harbor, 
Nova Scotia. On October 5, in a terrible 
gale, she sprung a leak. Tuesday, the 
7th, a Norwegian ship Nightingale offered 
to take oil' her crew, but Captain Olsen 
refused to leave kit ship. A fishing 
Mchooncr gave them food Wednesday. 
On Sunday sho struck a ledgo on Roy's 
ieland. Capt. Olsen, tho pilot and fifteen 
of the crew started in the long boat for 
shore, all the others being drowned. 
Two of the men left on the ship BUcceedid 
in swimming ashore, and four others are 
:<>)'il on the wreck. An effort will be 
made to get them off to-morrow. The 
.storm was the worse known in years.

Ho was 
quite an old man when I first knew him, 
and I had serious doubts as to whether 
our acquaintance in the theater would 
ho an agreeable oc»; fur by the tones 
of my engagement I was to hold a lead- 
ing part as tho coramcdian of tho com- 
pany, and lie, who had always occupied 
that station, was placed as second to 
me. I naturally thought that feeling 
himself comparatively subordinate, and 
that 1, a younger man. was to outrank 
him, ho would, by his manner at least, 
resent my intrusion upon bis former 
ground. I was, however, agreeably mis- 
taken; for I found him too generous a 
man to harbor any jealous feeling's, and 
to my gratification we wore friends from 
our first meeting. It is pleasant also in 
know that this relationship extended 
over many yours, and up to the day of 
his death. 

••The useful career and unblemished 
character of tieorge Holland will be ro- 
callod by all who know him. lie lived, 
a bright and cheerful spirit, in this 
world for eighty years, for time could 
not ago his youthful heart. He was the 
merriest man I over know. Practical 
joking was a passion with him, and 
though his pranks wore numerous, by 
some good fortune they always ended 
innocently and with harmless mirth. 
I remember that on ono occasion, when 
some goldllsh had been placed in tho 
ornamental fountain in Union Square., 
Holland dressed himself in a full sport- 
ing suit, and with a fish-basket strappod 
upon his shoulder, a broad-brimmed hat 
upon his head and a rod in his hand, lie 
unfolded a camp-stool, and quietly seat- 
ing himself in front of the fountain be- 
gan to fish, with such a patient and 
earnest look in his face that no one 
could have supposed that it was intend- 
ed as a practical joko. This strange 
spectacle soon attracted a curious crow:l 
about, tho sportsman, who with a vacant 
and idiotic smile sat there quietly 
awaiting a nibble. A policeman soon 
forced his way through tho crowd and 
arrested Holland, who explained with a 
bewildered look that he was fishing in 
his own private grounds. Tho police- 
man naturally concluded that tho In- 
truder was somo harmless lunatic, and, 
patting him kindly on the shoulder, 
hade him go home to his friends. Hol- 
land burst into a Hood of tears, and 
while affectionately embracing tho 
guardian of th law contrived to fasten 
tho fish-hook in o the collar of the po- 
liceman's coat, who walked slowly and 
sympathetically away, unconsciously 
dragging the lino and rod after him. 
The crowd, seeing the joke, roared « ith 
laughter, as Holland quickly made Ins 
way to the nearest onrinibus. which he 
reached before tho infurinted policeman 
could catch him.''

FRESH POEK. 

Arrival of a Consignment of Com Fed Hogs 
from Ontario, to Van Volkenburgh ISros. 

For some time buck the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture lias been directing the 
attention of the farmers of that province to 
the advisability of feeding hogs for pork as 
distinguished from that gross, fat stuff 
which has for so long passed as pork, but is 
utterly repulsive to any but the strongest 
stomach. It was abundantly shown, in a 
aeries of pamphlets, as well us in the official 
reports, that there was, in reality, more 
money in light hogs than in the ponderous 
masses of grease to raise which it has been 
the highest ambition of some who professed 
to be goo 1 farmers. Tho proposed revolu- 
tion in hog raising look wonderfully well, 
and the result has been that the grain fed 
light hogs of the sister province have found 
name and fame all over the continoni us 
well aH abroad. In this province the scarci- 
ty of fresh, us well as salt pork has been 
many a time renin iked upon, the fact being 
that there has been little disposition in 
this province to go into the business 
of hog feeding, while there is, and has been, 
tho greatest of difficulty in obtaining from 
the other side the live pork of the quality 
that consumers fancy. 

Having made up their minds to bring 
supply and demand together, the firm of 
Van Volkenburgh Bros, determined to 
place a consignment of well selected On- 
tario swine on this market, and accordingly 
! Mr. A. Van Volkenburgh started for the 
oast. Ii tin ounty of Ksse.x unit its 
| vicinity be succeeded in collecting a herd of 
j ,'IUO swine, which, he believed, would suit 
i the Pacific coast trade, the first 155 of 
w hich arrived last night by tho Islander, 
having come almost 3,000 miles by 
rail without the slightest loss, all 
being as well-conditioned and healthy on 
their arrival as when they started on their 
I long journey. There are no coarse-haired, 
slab-sided, long-snouted, razor- backed 
brutes among thein, but all bear every evi- 
dence of good breeding and raising. The 
balance ol tho shipment, which were left at 
New Westminster, will bo brought along 
hereafter, unless locally disposed of. Mean- 
time, it is tho intention to kill them accord- 
ing to the consumptive demand, and in the 
interval to keep them in tho primest con- 
dition. The animals will, to all appear- 
ances, dress from 100 to 17o pounds of pork 
per carcase, u convenient weight for the oi.- 
jets contemplated.
